That they voluntarily gave up home, 
position, prospects of ordinary commercial 
success and advancement for service in 
the Navy or Arury.

That through the high cost of living the 
dependents of those who have returned 
find themselves at a considerable financial 
disadvantage with those who stayed at 
home. 

That the dependents of the fallen find 
themselves in a similar position, with the 
additional disadvantage of having lost 
their bread winner, or their growing sons, 
upon whom they looked with confidence 
for support in the coming ycars, 

That many Aliens have established 
themselves in business during the war 
while your Petitioners were fighting for 
the very existence of the country, and 
that owing to the pecuniary losses sustain- 
ed while serving their country they are 
unable to compete with these Aliens. 

Your Petitioners therefore humbly pray: 

That in order to re-establish those 
Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers, 
Men and Women who enlisted and served 
in the War in any Service and to place 
them in a post-war position, to which 
their services justly entitle them, a further 
Cash Bonus be given on the following 
scale, viz. : 
$2,000,00—To Officers, N.C.O.’s, Men 

and Women who served in France, 

or any other zone of Active Warfare, 

$1,500.00—To Officers, N.C.O,’s Men 
and Women who éerved in England, 
or on Fortress Duty. 

$1,000.00-—To Officers, N.C.O,’s, Men 
and Women who served iu Canada. 

$2,000.00—To Officers, Petty Officers, 
and Ratings in the Naval Service who 
were engaged within the Official War 

Zone. 
$1,500.09—To Officers, Petty Officers 

and Ratings in the Naval Service who 

were engaged on Fortress Duty. 
$1,000,00—To Officers, Petty Officers 
and Ratings in the Naval Service on 
duty in Canada only, 
That a Cash Bonus based on the same 
rating asthe above be paid to the parents, 
wives, children or proven dependents of 
deceased sailors and soldiers.

CHAPTER SIXTEEN. 

The summer wore on, and autumn 
followed on its heels, The process- 
es which had been discerned by Con- 
ward and other astute operators were

As, in most instances, they had lived 
to the extent of their income in the 
prosperous period, or had invested 
their surpluses in the all-alluring real 
estate, they were promptly confront- 
ed With the necessity of finding work; 
if not at home, elsewhere. Their ex- 
odus left vacant houses; the reduced 
volume of trade necessary for a smal- 
ler and more frugal population was 
speedily reflected in empty shops and 
office buildings. With houses, shops 
and office buildings empty or rented 
at prices which did not pay interest 
on the investment, there was no in- 
ducement to build more houses, shops 
or office buildings, With no induce- 
ment to build houses, shops or office 
buildings there was no demand for 
vacant lots. With no demand for va- 
cant lots, no value attached to them.

Turkish Problem Unsolved 
Paris..—Premier Millerand told the 
Chamber of Deputies’ Foreign Affairs 
Committee that the Turkish problem, 
which still remains to be settled, was 


first importance, as it seemed doubt- 
ful whether the United States’ par- 
ticipation could be obtained, and this 
must gravely affect the influence and 
utility of such a conference. The 
government, however, was unwilling 
to omit any act calculated to allev-

The government, Mr. Chamberlain

“The government feels the need of 
contributing to the reconstruction of 
Europe,’ Mr. Chamberlain added, 
“and is inclined to make certain ex- 
ceptions to the general principle that 
loans from government to govern- 
ment should cease. The government 
at the present moment is engaged.in 
discussions with the governments of 
Canada, United States and France, 
and certain other countries, includ- 
ing some which did not share in the 
war, with regard to the provisions of 
government credits to Austria and 
Poland for the supply of foodstuffs 
and raw materials sufficient to enable 
thesc countries to avert famine and 
restart their industrial life.” 


General Strike in Bulgaria 

London,—A general strike has been 
called throughout Bulgaria, according 
to a Budapest dispatch to the Central 
News received by way of Geneva. The

The French Academy of Science 
evidently considers. communication 
between the earth and the planets as 
among the possibilities, for it has un- 
dertaken to act as judge for a prize 
of 100,000 franes to be given for the 
best means of making a sign to .a 
heavenly body and the reccipt of a 
reply. ; 

It has been the custom of the acad- 
emy always to refuse to handle 
prizes for any feat which it consid- 
ered a mere waste of time, In pre- 
senting the present prize for ‘tom- 
petition, the academy makes the pro- 
viso that the planet Mars is included 
as being sufficiently known, 

“Until a solution is obtained,” says 
the academy’s) announcement, “the 
interest on the prize money will form 
a prize for scientists making the 
greatest progress in Knowledge of the 
planets and their relation to the 
earth.” 

Professor Albert Liustein, the Ger- 
man. astronomer, whose theory that 
gravitation deflects the rays of light 
recently has been the subject of con-

Wage-Eaming Women With Children 
to Support Being Superseded By 
Young Single Mén 

The National Union of Societies 
for Equal Citizenship has issued an 
influentially signed letter, drawing at- 
tention to the scale upon which wo~ 
men are being dismissed from every 
sort of employment in England. 

While recognizing that the claims 
of discharged service men must stand 
before those of women, the signator- 
ies emphatically protest against the 
dismissal of women, in favor of men 
and boys who have never seen ser- 
vice. “These dismissals,” the letter 
states, “are even taking place in occu- 
pations acknowledged before the war 
to be women’s work, and we have in+ 
contestable evidence that cases are 
common where wage-carning women 
with children to support are being su-| 
perseded by young single men. No 
reason of less efficiency on the part] 
of the women is given, but rather the} 
course appears to be pursued in res-; 
ponse to a growing demand of men,} 
to monopolize all trades and indws- 
tries, except those so underpaid and 
unskilled that no man desires to en- 
ter them,” 

“In face of+the experience gained 
during the war of the induStrial ca- 
pacities of women, we regard this 
tendency to segregate them in a small 
group,” the letter continues, “of over- 
crowded, unskilled occupations, as not 
only cruel injustice to them, but a

leading the world, 


British Navy’s New Weapon 


Armor-Piercing Shell Is Best Thing 
In Projectiles 

The British navy niay soon be given 
a new and “unsurpassed weapon” in 
a large calibre shell which. will pierce 
the heaviest armor without shattering, 
said Sir Robert WHadfield,. chairman 
and managing direetor of Hadfields, 
Limited, steel manufacturers, recent- 
ly. He indicated that possession of 
such a shell during the great war 
would have been. of inestimable 
value to the British fleet. 

“The feat has been accomplished,” 
he said, ‘within the-last few days, of 
getting the largest calibre of armor- 
piercing shell unbroken. through the 
hardest of modern armor. plates, This 
result will render the British gun un- 
surpassed, incomparable, and the 
master in any naval engagements of 
the future. 

“Had we possessed such a. shell 
during the war, many of the German 
battleships would have been ‘seut- 
tled’ lomg before their end at Scapa 
Flew.”

Saskatchewan Municipalities Empow- 
ered to Make Advances to 

é Farmers 

Problems. connected with the guar- 
anteeing of advances to farmers have 
been dealt with by the Saskatchewan 
legislature. As a result of legislation 
brougiit in, municipalities are empow- 
ered. to:make advances to farmers for 
the. purpose of buying oats for feed. 
In some municipalities the demand is 
so large that the municipalities are 
unable to make financial arrangements 
and the provincial government has 
undertaken to stand behind them to 
the extent of guarautceing the bank 
loans. 

In cases where there is open range 
and. farmers who are engaged in 
wheat raising are required to fence 
their crops to prevent the stock of 
their neighbors doing harm, municip- 
alities are empowered to borrow mon- 
ey to purchase barbed wire which 
they may sell on easy terms to the 
settlers who desire to fence. “Provi- 
sion is made for repayment under cer- 
tain conditions which must be observ-

Great increase in the sale of gov- 
ernment lands during 1919 is announc- 
ed in the report of Premier Norris, 
provincial lands commissioner, laid 
on the table of the legislature of Man- 
toba, which states that only a small 
percentage of really first-class farm- 
ing lands remains to be sold. The 
report tells of a large influx of sett- 
Jers, many of them from the Western 
Provinces, and points out that, owing 
to the institution of cffcctive drain- 
ing systems, wild land in parts of the 
province has practically doubled in 
value. In 1919, 16,151 acres were sold 
at $143,139. Only 50,592 acres of farm 
land remain to be sold, and the prices 
are given at from $4 to $17 an acre.
